nion,of Fath:r Parſons; and fergning ( under.a Spe» 
cious Pretence ), to be ar Diſcord amongſt them- 
ſelves: - Although -all this was : (indeed ) cunning- 
ly done,. and by the Special Command of their 
Father General, only for this purpoſe, that who- 
ſoever ſhould Succeed in the Kingdom of Enzland, 
the&y might, have an Excellent Argument, to work 
in him 'a great and: good - Opinion of their: $6- 
ciety; and. 10 to Extraft. their own. Ends, from

A fair” Example to ſhew tis, that Prixces.are the 
ObjeQts of all Fc/itical Aﬀions and Determinati- 
ons; and ( by Conſequence ) to-make good their 
own Saying, That their ' Society is a Grand Monar- 


hy. 


Again, That the Truth 'of this may appear, - 
That the Feſuites have no Regard, - whether they 
Pleaſe or Difpleaſe any Prince, where their own

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"Intereſt. is moſt nearly concerned :' Although Fx- 
perience of infinite Things paſt, makey it as Clear 
as the Sunat Noon-day ; yet the Particulars, which I 
ſhall here ſubjoyn, will reader it every way-moft 
Evident. | 


There is.no Perſon in the VVerld, whom they 
are. more bound to Serve and Obey, than the Bj- 
ſhop of Rome; not ny or many other Reaſons, 
but eſpecially, becauſe they make a Particular 
Vow. to obey him: Yet when P: 5 Q«:xtus went 
about to Reform ſome of theſe Fathers, reducing 
them unto the Performance of their Duty in the 
Chair, they would not obey him; efteeming that 
a Notorious Prejudice to their Society. And thoſe 
few, who yielded themſelyes to the Pope's Plea- 
ſure, accepting that Profeſſion, were alwayes 
afterwards mocked and +jeered; and called by 
their Fellows, Quintixzi: Nor could ever any of 
them get the leaſt Preferment amongſt them. - 


In the fame kind they oppoſes Glorious Saint 
Charles, Arch-Bi of Millain, who as Legate, a 
Latere to his Holineſs, endeavoured to reduce them 
to a Religious Diſcipline. Ws 


But what ſhould I ſpeak of theſe, ſince they 
obey .not the Sacred Cannons themſelves ; but 
againſt their Degrees make Merchandize of Pearls, 
Rubies, and Diamonds, the which they bring from 
the /7dies : And there is an Opinion, that the greateſt 

part 
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part-of .Precious Stones, which are ſold in Venice, 
belong to the Feſ#its; the ground of which Opi: 
nion been: received .from their own Bro- 
kers, whom..they have employed in the Sale of 


them. 


But that they are no faithful ſervants to the 
Biſhop of Rome, thoſe Fathers well know ; who 
for default of their Service, were called by pxo- 
cels to Rome, I need not Name them,. nor wall I 
wade farther into this matter, as well that F may 
nat be compelled to ſpeak of ſome Pritce, whom 
my Diſcourſe may not very well pleaſe. (my felf 
deſigning to do Service to all, and to Offend none) 
as becauſe I intend not here to: make- fo large an 
Inve&ive againſt the Fe/wits as they deferve ;. bur 
only to give a ſhort and plain Draught of their 
Courſes and-Cuſtoms. 


For, as many times -we behold one AﬀMfiQted ” 
with ſome grieyous Infirmity, ſending. forth ſach-- 
lamentable Cries -as reach Heaven it felfs and e- 
very one perceived that the Man is terribly 1n- 
diſpoſed, but no man is able to diſcern the Ori- 
ginal Cauſe of his Evil ; ſo the whole World * 
Complains of the Jeſuits, ſore for: being Perſecu- 
ted, others for being. Tortured ; and fome for be- 
ing. Treacheroully: terved by them : but the Mit 
chief ſtilt: remains .amongſt us, nor is the Cayſe 
thereof eaſily Diſcovered ; which is nothing elſe 
but an immenſe. defire which they have __ 

| creale. -. 
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creaſe their: own Power; - in--reſps& © whereof, 
they elteem it nothing to Vilifie or Murther any - 

Man, :or to deceive Princes, 'and to Oppteis the 
Poor:z to. Extort from Widows (their' Eſtates;- | 
and Wrong the Fatherleſs : .

Ruinate moſt Noble Kingdoms ; nay, many times

Now as there: would' follow a great Inconve* 
nience, - if that. part which: was laſt” formed by 
Nature, as an Inſtrument. to. ſerve the reſt that 
were more. Noble, ſhould attra& unto it felf, all 
the -pureſt Blood and Viral. Spirits, becauſe -this 1 
ſay, were the:way: utterly to diſſolve the whole; 
ſo it is as inconvenient, that the Religion' of the 
Feſuits planted into the Body ofthe Holy Church, as 
Inſtruments for the Converſzon of Hereticks, and 
the -perlwading of Sinners to Repentance, ſhould 
bring within their own Power, all the moft 
.weighty. and:important Aﬀatirs'of Princes and Pre- 
lates, and Extracting'from them the very Life and 
Spirit of their Intereft, ſhould convert them unto | 
their own purpoſes: . Becaute from hence, both 
private ind - publick . Peace is Diſturbedyi "many 


Depreſſed, which: were worthy to be Exalted ; 
and 'many Exalted, which rr ths to be Depreſ- 
ſed;;- with a Thouſand Inconveniences which 
would follow upoid it.

deavour to promote their own Deſignes ; procu- 
ring ig either from/'the Good of ſome; -or [Ill of 
others. VVhat ſhould I fay- more of them: In

And that which they could not get'in 
Rome, Have they not finally obtained in England? 
VVhere they not-loag fince have choſen an Arch-

T here let paſs many things, as the pretenſions 
which: they :make concerning other mens Eſtates, 
how jealous they are of their VVelfare, and defi- 
rous of - their Proſperity : as the Favour which 
they endeavour to gam from Princes,” by making 
them believe, that _ SubjeCts 'are _ S_ 
to their Religion, and conſequently, that they are 
able to —_ them well wr to the —— of 
their Prince.

Firſt, That Men of ſuch High Spirits,&ſuch reach- 
ing Deſignes, are alwayes Lovers of Novelty ; ever 
ſearching for it,& begetting it; becauſe without ſome 
new-railed Motions,it is impoffible they ſhould attain 
their Ends: And. therefore the Jeſuits cannot 
be helpful to any Prince that eirher loves Peace, 
or the Confervation of his own State ; ſince 
they are more. likely to. be: the .Caule of : much 

E 2 Trouble 
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Trouble:and Commorion = :Nay, happily-to De- 
prive him'.of his whole: State, if he Favour not 
their Party ; or be nor partially governed by their 
Counſel... | 


Secondly, If theſe, who have not Temporal Ju- 
riſdition, are able. to cauſe ſuch youu and pro- 
digious Diſturbances 4n the World, What think 
ye would: they - do, if one of them ſhould by 
Chance be created Pope ? Firſt he would ſtuff the 
Conſiſtory with Jeſuits, and by that means per- 

tuate the Popedome to them : and then- direCt- 
ihg themſelves by. their in-fight and intereſt of 
State, and having the Arm and Power of the 
Pope, they would be enabled to- put- in, Danger, 
the State. of many | Princes ; eſpecially of thoſe 
who, are Neighbours'and -Conkhiners. | 


Thirdly, It would be |the Deſign of that Popr, 
{if ' he. could: by any (means) to Inveſt their: Or- 
der 'of ſome City, .or Temporal Juriſdiftion ; with 
the which they would afterwards make way for 
. a Thouſand other Defignes, which they could 

never. Efte& without the Damage of other Prin-

 Fowrthly, When, the Conſiftory ſhould be- en- 
tirely Jefaited; the whole Patrimdny of Chriſt 
would bein their Hands; And as one that has 
the Dropſy, The-more he Drinks; the more he 
Thirſts ; fo their Ambition growing —— 

TEat- 
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Greatneſs,; would. occaſion, a. vaſt. Inundation of - 
Trouble..in. the, World. , Now, - becauſe there; is 
nothing more ſubje&.,unto Change than' mitters 
of State, Theſe Fathers, with all their Power, 
and Crafty Cunning,, would ; endeavour. to Alter 
the whole Courſe of Government ; that they 
might finally- introduce; the. Form and Project of 
their own Government.; and by that means abſo- 
lutely Immonarchize themſelves. They have had 
it long in their Heads, to gain into their Society 
the Son,of ſome Prince, who ſhould abſolutely in- 
veſt the Company of his State ; and this they had 
long ſince Attained, ;if ſome others, wifely Spying 
out their Deſign, had not pzevented them; * bur 
had they-once obtained that, they would, without 
any Ditliculty, have made themſelves Patrons of 
the State-Eccleſiaſtical : - And as they are very In-- 
vective and Subtil, they would afterwards have 

found. out a Thouſand Wayes how to enlarge it. 

Thus they would have wanted no means that 

might war them Maſters of their Projects: And 

if nothing elſe would have done it, the Jealouſies 

which they would have raiſed in the Minds of 

their Confining Princes, would have done them 

no ſmall Service. - * 


It is therefore moſt neceſſary, that for the Pre- 
ſervation of Publick Peace, and for- the Maintec- 
nance of States, for the encreaſe of True Religion, 
* and for the Common Good of the whole VVorld, 


that they be utterly Rooted Out of all Chrifter- 
dom : 
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* Jorh ; whoſe diffres'are” f5-extream! incedinete 
left taply that follow which was acer Woe x f 
fefted by the Davidi, (whoſe Courſes the Ss 
feem to Itmitate) who were not Deſtroyed till the 
time of Cl/audiz the Emperour. 


And when 1 ſhall be commanded to VVrite my 
Opinion, concerning an opportune Remedy how 
to ReQtifie Theſe Fathers, and to Convince them 
of their peoogeen nions ; deftring rather thar 
they may be ors of Souls, which are the 
Treaſury of ſt, nd riot of the VVorld, or of 
the Profit of the VVorld, (which is nothing elſe 
but vile Dung) I amready to perform-it with 

Charity, and with all” that Ability which it ſhall 
pleaſe God to Fv upon me.
